F ollow ing is 
the weather bureau’s weekly sum m ary 
of crop conditions: 
W hile the forepart of the week end­ 
ing S ep t 11, IWW was excessively hot 
and dry over the greater portion of the 
country east of the Rocky Mountains, 
beneficial rains during the latter part of 
the week partially relieved the drouthy 
conditions in portions of Texas, Okla­ 
homa, central M ississippi and Ohio val­ 
leys and generally throughout the m id­ 
dle 
and south Atlantic states. 
The 
drouth still prevails,how ever,in portions 
of K entucky and ovei the greater part 
of 
Tennessee, 
Arkansas, 
M ississippi, 
Oklahoma and Texas. 
The cutting of early corn, the greater 
part of which is now safe from frost, is 
general in all sections, the m aturing of 
the crop having been advanced by the 
hot, dry weather of the previous weeks. 
Late corn is m aterially dam aged by the 
heat and drouth in portions of m any of 
the northern states. 
The conditions have been favorable 
for wheat harvest and threshing in the 
Dakotas and Minnesota. 
Reports of the premature opening of 
cotton is general in the eastern and cen­ 
tral portions of the cotton region and 
picking is progressing as rapidly as pos­ 
sible in all sections. 
The crop has been 
damaged by local rains in Sooth Caro­ 
lina and northern Georgia and injured 
seriously by drouth in Arkansas. 
In 
Texas the weather has been very favor­ 
able for picking, w hich is being pushed 
and w ith favorable conditions w ill be 
com pleted by Oct. I. 
One half of the 
crop is already gathered in Tennessee. 
The prospects are poor for a top crop in 
Texas, Georgia and South Carolina. 
The bulk of the tobacco crop has been 
cut and housed in the more northerly 
states and the work is being rapidly 
com pleted in other sections.

The doc­ 
um ent repeats the agilm ente contained 
in the recent appeal to the powers for 
recognition and the Filipinos claim the 
Am ericans were the aggressors in the 
war and concludes: 
“N otw ithstanding the foregoing we 
could have accepted your sovereignty 
and autonom y if we had not seen, by 
the behavior of the Am ericans in the be­ 
ginning, that they were strongly op- 
! posed to us, through race prejudice and 
the high handed m ethods of dealing 
w ith us made us fear for our future in 
1 your hands. 
Finally, we thank you for 
i offer of autonom y under sovereignty. ”

N ew York, Sept 13.-- A dispatch to 
The W orld from Kong Ilong says: 
The U nited States transport Tartar, 
which w as expected to 
sail 
today, 
has been detained by the harbor author­ 
ities under the British merchant ship­ 
ping act, whereby her capacity is lim ­ 
ited to 750 passengers, although 
the 
Tartar has a licensed capacity of 1340. 
Consul W ildm an, representing the 
U nited States governm ent, took the 
m atter at once before the local govern­ 
m ent authorities, m aintaining that the 
Tarter is an Am erican 
troop 
s-hip, 
although she is flying the British flag, 
ami is not subject to the merchant ship­ 


ping act. 
The authorities have been discussing 
the m atter all day aud it is very prob­ 
able that 450 of the soldiers on board 
w ill be left behind when she is finally 
permitted to sail for San Francisco. 
Several of the discharged soldiers on 
boad the Tartar, filed the com plaints of 
1 her unsanitary condition w hich started 
the proceedings to detain the vessel. 


* London, Sept. 13. 
A reporter of the 
Associated Press learned that the Brit­ 
ish m e ss a g e to T h e Transvaal does not, 
demand a reply in 48 hours, (he exact 
wording being a request for au “im m e­ 
diate reply.” 
The message is not an ul­ 
tim atum , in the 
generally accepted 
sense of the word. It express* the hope 
that President Kruger w ill accept the 
propositions to “relieve the present ten- 1 


sion.” 
The only part which is at all aggres­ 
sive is the reiterated declination of the 
British government to discuss the m at­ 
ter of sovereignty in any shape or form.

other elections. 
A special to th«J|Pall Mall G azette, 
from t ape Town says the British reply 
is regarded as equivalent to an u ltim at­ 
um and the correspondent s advices from j 
Pretoria indicate that war is inevitable. 
A special from Pretoria to the Caps 
Times, says The Transvaal has notified 
the miners of Italy it w ill give them 
safe conduct aud protection in c ase they , 
wish to remain in The Transvaal. 
The report that the Rand Irishm en
